— The con- 
nection.s of Saddle and Boot.s will have to 
Boek another alibi than that the horse is ^ 
“rail runner,” for it was thoroughly disposed 
of by the horse’s performance this afternoon 
in the three-quarters handicap, contested by 
the best sprinters here, when he raced in an ' 
outside course from the start and only had j 
an inner position when he drew away from 
the others in the last seventy yards. He 
won in game style after having borne the ! 
brunt of contention for the entire race and j 
dispo.sed of different contenders at various j 
lime.s. The "rail running” theory was ad- 
vanced on the occasion that he raced poorly 
and since then it has been generally accepted 
that he would not do his best unless he 
occupied a position next to the inner rail. 
Wolf’s Cry had the call in the race and flat- 
tered extensively by racing I/Effare into 
defeat in the first half mile, but in Uie 
stretch he tired and gave way steadily, first 
to Saddle .anti Boots and later to Barracuda 
and Calcutta. Barracuda might have been 
closer up but for being unable to get through 
on the stretrh turn, which forced him to lose 
much gnnind by coming around the leaders. 
Calcutta made an excellent showing and the 
race was in the nature of a preliminary for 
a start in the $10,000 Louisiana Derby, to be 
raced a week hence over this track. 

.T. U. Skinker’s Duke John furnished an 
out.standing up.set this afternoon when he ac- 
counted for the mile an<l an eighth claiming 
handicap in easy style from Xeddam and 
Ralco. with the heavily supported favorite, 
Uamkin. soundly beaten. The winner at- 
tended the pacemaker. Neddam, ctose up and 
steadily wore him flown in the stretch racing, 
drawing out in the last seventy yards, while 
Neddam an<l Ualco were battling it out spir- 
itedly for .secf»nd place. The winner’s race 
contrasts badly with his last preceding one. 

SPF( I I.ATION HEAVY. 

Prospects of a deluge from the overcast 
sky flifl not decrease enthusiasm of the rac- 
ing fraternity here. An attendance of holi- 
day number was on hand to view the sport 
an«l try th« ir skill at picking the winners. 
K*>rty layers t<x>k care of the speculative 
wariLs and most of the money entrusted to 
them, as winners were again elusive and 
favorites were beaten in a majority of the 
dashes. Track conditions could not be im- 
I»rove«l en an«l the small but select fields 
that furnished the contests in five of the 
races perffiriiietl in interesting style, mo.'^t of 
the tinishes being of the bard driven variety. 

The S. X. Holman racing establishment 
had designs on throe of the purses, but only 
succeeded in pulling dow’n one. Mavourneen 
landing lier dash quite easily, but Barracuda 
and Xeddam. the other pair to carry the 
Holman colors, had to be content with land- 
ing in .sf^cond place. 

Mavourneen was the easiest winner of the 
afternoon. Her success came in tlie mile 
an<l .seventy yards da.sh, in which she was 
the favorite. There was never anxiety on 
the part of her backers, for she rushed into 
the lead at once and won all th*^ way as her 
riiier plea.sed. rncle Velo lan<led second and 
Tody third. There was a wild i»lunge on 
Roseate H. in this race, but he was a bad 
di.sappointm* iil nn<l retired quickly from con- 
tention after going a lialf mile. 

I'anyon linally carnofl a pur.se when he 
led .some fairly good ones home in the sec- 
tmd race, in which the higher type of sprint- 
ing plater.s met. Sew’oll t’ombs landed in 
second place ami Avispa third. John Jo- 
.seph and Terminal were the choices here 
and proved bad disappointments. 

The companion race to the closing dash, 
which inaugiirat**d today’s card, found Little 
Ammic the favorc^l one, but that tilly has 
evid<*ntly shot her bolt for she appeared 
Bt.*ile and could only land in third place, the 
winner turning up in Dark Hill with The 
"VV’it second.

LEXINGTON, Ky.. March 10.— The four 
stakes closed by the Kentucky Association 
for the spring race meeting that is to open 
here Friday, April 27. to continue ten days, 
attracted a total of 220 entrie.s, according to 
the compilations made by Miss Louise Wil- 
son. the secretary, and given to the press to- 
day by manager Thomas C?. Bradley. The 
Tobacco Stakes, $3,000 added, for two-year- 
olds, one-half mile, received 112 entries, the 
property of sixty owners. The Blue Grass 
Stakes, $3,000 added, for three-year-olds, one 
mile and an eighth, has forty-three entries, 
belonging to thirty-two owners. The Ash- 
land Oaks, $3,000 added, for three-year-old 
fillies, one mile, drewr thirty entries, the prop- 
erty of twenty-seven owners, and the Cam- 
den Handicap. $3,000 added, for three-year- 
olds and over, one mile and a quarter, has 
thirty-five nominations, the property of twen- 
ty-eight owners. 

Inasmuch as the Blue Grass Stakes is in 
the nature of a preliminary to the Kentucky 
Derby, in so far as the home-trained — that is 
to say, prepared at Lexington — horses are 
concerned, this event carries greatest inter- 
est Thirty-nine of the eligibles for the Blue 
Grass Stakes are also eligible fer the Ken- 
tucky Derby. The four that are not are 
I. E. Clark’s chestnut filly Phenol, a maiden 
after ten starts last year ; Mrs. Henry Datt- 
ner’s browm colt Henry Dattner, a maiden 
one-time starter last year ; David T. Mat- 
lack’s chestnut colt Guest of Honor, by 
Pataud, a three-time winner last year, and 
Fred Mu.saiite’s chestnut filly Buckwheat, 
which won two races out of eighteen starts 
last year. 

The outstanding eligibles for the Blue Gra.ss 
Stakes appear to be Aspiration, l^nnges. 
('hittagong. Hopeless, the Gallaher Brothers 
entry, the Idle Hour Stock Farm entry and 
the J. C. Milam entry. 

The choice for the Ashland Oaks hereabouts 
appears to be the J. O. & G. H. Keene entry

S.\X DIEGO. Cal., March 10.— East Indian 
won his first victory of the present meeting 
at Tijuana Friday afternoon when he took 
the measure of the crack long-distance run- 
ner Adonis in a desperate finish by a nose. 
It was in the sixth and feature race, at one 
and a sixteenth mile, that East Indian gath- 
ered his laurels. To use the vernacular of 
the turf East Indian had been knocking at 
the door of late, hence his triumph Friday 
was not in the nature of a surprise. 

Tw'o starters in the race were favored in 
the market of speculation over East Indian. 
These wore Adonis, which ruled the favorite, 
and John Paul Jones. East Indian was in 
light with only 95 pounds and came in for 
quite an extensive following. 

The outstanding incident of the race was 
the horsemanship shown by jockey W. Dean 
on the winner. This midget apprentice tips 
the beam at 85 pounds and rode a masterly 
race. He timed bis move to a nicety and. 
putting up a “Garrison” finish, brought his 
mount up on the outside and snatched the 
victory in the last stride. Elmer Fator, who 
w'as at the reins on Adonis, gave his mount a 
brilliant ride. He took the lead while round- 
ing the first turn, hut when Van Patrick 
drew up on even terms w'ith Adonis Fator 
wisely took him under restraint and reserved 
him for the finish. When the pacemaker 
from the Irwin barn had shot his bolt ho 
again took command and a sixteenth out it 
appeared as if first honors were his. How- 
ever. Adonis was unequal to the task of w'ith- 
standing the rush of Ea.st Indian, and al- 
though Fator rode one of his strongest fin- 
i.'^hes he failed within shadow of the goal 
po.st. John I’aul Jones, which finished in 
third place, ran an honest race, and an eighth 
out his chances of winning seemed exceed- 
ingly bright. However, when put to the whip 
he tired and gave way to the first two.

NEW YORK. N. Y.. March 10.— Eugene 
Wayland. one of the most successful of jires- 
.sent-day trainers, and under contract to Wil- 
lis Sharpe Kilmer, died suddenly at Havre de 
Grace Friday night of acute dilation of the 
heart. The remains will he shipped to Brook- 
lyn and the funeral will he conducted from 
r.34 Eastern Parkway. 

Eugene Waylaml was about 52 years of age 
and a native of Missouri. His father was a 
drygoods merchant and it was the intent of 
his parents to make a lawyer of "Gene.” He 
tdd not fall in with these plans and ran away 
from home to take to the turf. In this the 
law lost a man among men for in his chosen 
calling Wayland went far with marked suc- 
cess. 

After going through the hard years of 
apprenticeship young Wayland emerged a 
full-fledged trainer and for a considerable 
lime raced in Galiforriia, where he cam- 
paigned a string of liorses for John Brink. 
He was also in the employ of John Mackey 
for a term and w’as also with Green B. Mor- 
ris. In 1914 and 1915 he trained for Joseph 
-Marrone and followed this with other con 
tracts until in 1919 he took over the horses 
of Walter ,T. Salmon. It w’as for Mr. Salmon 
that he won the Futurity of 1920 with Step 
IJghtly and it was he that developed the 
good mare Gareful, as well as oUier horses 
to bear the Salmon silks. 

Following his engagement with Mr. Salmon, 
Wayland took over the Willis Sharpe Kil- 
mer horses and he raced them writh marked 
succes* last year and had high hopes for this 
year. He won the Belmont Park Futurity 
and the sei'ond division c*f the Pimlico Fu- 
turity with Sally’s Alley for Mr. Kilmer 
and placed that filly second on the list of 
principal money winners of 1922. Exter- 
minator was the best lior.se he trained and 
under his able management the old son of 
-McGee and Fair Empress attained the pin- 
nacle of his greatness. 

A man of sterling integrity and of rare 
skill in the conditioning of hor.ses there were 
few trainers who enjoyeii more admiration 
and respect than "Gene” Wayland. He is 
survived by a widow. 



Cuban Derby Winner Herron in 
First Success of Present Meet- 
ting at Oriental Park. 



HAVANA, Cuba. March 10.— W. R. Coe's 
stable scored another double victory at Ori- 
ental Park this afternoon when Chopsticks 
and Mountain I.assie succe-ssfully carried the 
green with white dots of the popular Ameri- 
can sportsman. The former’s victory came 
with the running of the first, while Mountain 
Lassie beat a band of three-year-olds in the 
fourth. Mountain Lassie conceded lumps of 
weight to her opponent.^, set a fast pace from 
the start and heat Susiana by a half length. 

Today’s attendance was augmented by the 
arrival of an immense crowd of tourists from 
the States. AVell balanced fields wrent to the 
post and the majority of the races furnished 
stirring finishes.

August Belmont’s Messenger Im- 
pressive and Striking Horse. 

- — ♦ 

Stands Sixteen Hands, One-Quar- 
ter Inch, with Quality Written 
AD Over Him. 



NKW YORK, N. Y., March 10. — That most 
of the thoroughbreds quartered at the local 
tracks were out at exercise on the dirt 
courses for several days prior to the storm of 
Tuesday is a reminder that the spring racing 
soa.son for 1923 is almost at hand. 

In striking contrast to last year at this 
time there is no sickness and every trainer 
reports his charges as having come through 
the winter period splendidly. Rough coats 
are beginning to show that luster incidental 
to perfect condition, and if no setbacks are 
encountered there will be plenty of horses 
for racing from the very opening of the 
sport ihi.s year. In fact, tlie racing should 
be of unusual quality, as the material for it 
Is both plentiful and promising. 

None of the horses seen at Belmont Park 
on Tue.sday last — and fully half the animals 
quartered there were inspected before the 
storm assumed the violence of a blizzard — 
Is as near a race as the much-talked-of 
three-year-old Messenger, in the string of 
Major August Belmont. This splendid colt 
liad a short but sensational campaign as a 
two-year-old at Saratoga, being retired as a 
precaution after he had brushed the tendon 
of his off foreleg in the race for the Grab 
Bag Handicap, which he won in such com- 
manding style. That he has apparently re- 
covered from that mishap will be welcome 
news to those who admire a good horse. TTiat 
Major Belmont refused an offer of $100,000 
for Me.ssenger from Harry Payne Whitney 
at Saratoga is a well-known fact. Should 
the colt stand training, and there is every 
indication that he will, the tendon of the in- 
jured leg showing no sign of a bow, he should 
richly reward his owner for the courage dis- 
played in declining to sell. ITie part that 
sentiment played in the refusal will be un- 
derstood by those breeders who have pro- 
duced animals of superlative quality from 
strains of their own developing. 

WINTERED SPLENDIDLY. 

The task of keeping Messenger from bo- 
corning gro.ss during the winter was admi- 
rably met by I.,ouis Feustel, who cut the colt’s 
rations and kept him going under saddle out- 
doors whenever possible and beneath the 
shed of the stable when the weather was bad. 
On Tuesday last the big chestnut was sec- 
ond in a string of half a dozen two-year-olds 
and three-year-olds that jogged five miles 
under cover. There were creases in his 
heavily muscled quarters that were eloquent 
testimonials of his condition. Messenger was 
perhaps the largest two-year-old in training 
last year. He didn't need to grow any to be 
a glorious horse, and he now stands sixteen 
hands one quarter inch. Though large, he 
is full of quality and will be the cynosure of 
all eyes the first time he goes to the paddock. 

Another three-year-old in the Belmont sta- 
ble tb.at will command admiration is High 
Hand, by I*'air Play — Haute Roche, a sister 
to Hourles.s. This is a maiden of great sub- 
stance. but withal a horse of rafe quality. 
He is a rich brown in color and has great 
length and pow'er. Bike Mes.senger, he is as 
sweet tempered as any gelding. He has the 
color of Hourlo.ss, but is a much bigger and 
thicker horse than the son of Negofol was 
at the .same age. Mes.senger and High Hand 
will be the main reliance of the Belmont 
siabl ‘ in this year s three-year-old stakes. 
Osprey has been gelded and that throws him 
out of .some of his engagements. He has 
done well tlirough the winter and should win 
good races. Diagram, by Fair liay, is an- 
oiher big line gelding among the three-year- 
olds that will wear the Belmont colors this 
year. How Fair, the chief hope for the filly 
stakes, is a beauty. Most unfortunate in 
some of her races, notably the division of Uie 
limlico Futurity, in which she took part last 
fall, siie should make amends for former dis- 
appointments as a three-year-old. 

There arc twenty-one head in all in Feus- 
tel s charge, and included in the band arc 
many splendid two-year-olds whose quality* 
will be discus.sed at a later date. 

IB T. WILSON’S HOPES. 

Other three-year-olds quartered at Belmont 
Park and whose condition is all that their 
trainers <*ould a.sk. are Wilderness and Tall 
Timber of the Richard T. Wil.son stable and 
Battersea. Hell Gate and Purity in the es- 
tablishment of Jo.seph K. Widener. Tom 
Healey is always an early bird and he was 
among the lirsf to be out on the track as 
Boon as the frost began to leave the ground. 
Mr. Healey has rea.son to be proud of Wil- 
derness and Tall Timber. The.se colts are 
utterly unlike in type. Wilderne.ss is more 
like his sire than ever— a big-bedied horse on 
short legs. His crest is high and there is a 
inu.s<nilar quality about him that makes his 
stud opportunities worthy of consi<leration. 
There are few more powerful muscled horses 
anywhere than Wilderness, who will bo ready 
for his spring engagements. IMenty big 
enough and modeled to carry' w’eight he 
should make his presence felt in the early 
stakes. 

Tall Timber Is still a bit high on the leg 
anti hasn’t as much bone for the size of his 
l>cdy as .some would like. He is a preposses- 
sing ihree-year-old, how'cver. w’ith a lovely 
top line and speed written all over him. He 
will be a dangerous cu.stomer in the Withers 
and other races at middle distances. Vigil 
and Buminist, the property of W. J. Salmon, 
are the other three-year-olds in Mr. Healey’s 
care. They tlo not compare in looks w’ith the 
colts mentioned above, but will be useful 
racing tools. Vigil is small, but. as his trainer 
says, he is one of the toughest horses he ever 
trained. l.uminist, by Hourless, has im- 
proved .some in looks, and if he will run in 
public as he does in private he will win many 
races. There are some tine two-year-olds in 
the Wilson and Salmon strings, but they 
will have to wait for another day. 

Tom Welsh has never had so many good 
Irxjking horses since he took charge of Mr, 
Widener's stable as are now quartered at 
Belmont Park in his care. Naturalist is to 
race again this year, but is in Pennsylvania 
as yet. Runantell, after a year’s rest, is more 
like his sire. Broomstick, than any son of 
that horse the writer has ever seen. A 
round barreled, big quartered horse of great 



More Posthumous Honors for Celt 



Fame and honor oftentimes come to the thoroughbred, just as they do to the human 
being, after it has passed to the world beyond. Such is the case of the sire Celt, the son of 
Commando — Maid of Erin, which died at A. B. Hancock’s EUerslie Stud in Virginia August 
18, 1919, at the age of fourteen, certainly a big loss to the breeding industry of the country, 
as the subsequent events have proved. Two years after Celt had died his name appeared 
at the head of the American stallion list for 1921, when ftfty-two of his sons and daughters 
won L24 races and $202,167, thereby erecting an enduring monument to the fame and memory 
of their daddy. A further delving into the racing tigures of the last four years brings 
another posthumous honor for Celt. He is the sire of the largest number of two-year-old 
winners during that period, fifty-two of his progeny winning $210,355 in stakes and purses, 
a sum larger than to the credit of the offspring of any other stallion. 

Strange to relate that second on this list of leading sires of two-year-old winners for 
the last four years is another dead stallion, in Ultimus, taken away in the prime of his 
career in the stud. The late Major Daingerfield predicted that Ultimus would prove a 
success in the stud and he did so and seemied destined for even greater things when death 
inteiA'ened. Ultimus had thirty two-year-old winners and their earnings amounted to 
$182,835. 

Fair Play, the horse that gave the marvelous Man o’ War to the American turf, has had 
a total of twenty winning two-year-olds during the same period and they have collectively 
gathered $162,791 in turf prizes. Then come in order, so far as money won by their 
progeny is concerned: Runnymede. Sweep. Wrack, Peter Pan, Broomstick, Peter Quince. 

Bight Brigade and Dick Finnell, each with over $100,000 to their credit. In point of the total 
number of juvenile winners during the last four years Wrack is second to Celt with forty, 
while Sweep had thirty-nine. Broomstick and Uncle each had thirty-seven. 

Here is a new' and interesting statistical feature Daily Racing Form presents to Its 
readers, which, in view of the fact that generally little is known at this time of the year 
of the quality of the two-year-olds that will take part in the spring racing now near at 
hand, may be a guide in separating the wheat from the chaff:
